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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 1, 7, 13, 22, 31, 32, and 38: 

The claimed invention is aimed at providing, with regard to claim 1, a short message 
service center, a module for permitting automatic status tracking of a wireless chat 
participant by an application external to a service provider including said short message 
service center, a message handler comprising: 

• a registration notification message receiver to receive a registration notification 
message from a home location register; and 

• a registration notification message forwarder integrated with said short 
message service center to forward said registration notification message 
received by a mobile switching center over an Internet connection to a device 
outside of a wireless network, a wireless chat participant corresponding to said 
forwarded registration notification message being added to a chat room 
based on said forwarded registration notification message. 

Regarding claim 7, a short message service center, a module for permitting automatic 
status tracking of a wireless chat participant by an application external to a service 
provider including said short message service center, a message handler comprising: 

• an MS Inactivity message receiver to receive an MS Inactivity message from a 
home location register; and 

• an MSInactivity message forwarder integrated with said short message 
service center to forward said MSInactivity message received by a mobile 
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switching center over an Internet connection to a device outside of a wireless 
network, a wireless chat participant corresponding to said forwarded MSInactivity 
message being added to a chat room based on said forwarded MSInactivity 
message. 

Regarding claim 13, a method for automatically notifying an external chat server of a 
presence of a chat session participant, comprising: 

• receiving an IS-41 conforming registration notification message from a home 
location register at a short message service center; and 

• automatically forwarding said IS-41 conforming registration notification 
message from said short message service center over an Internet 
connection to an external chat server outside of a wireless network, a 
wireless chat participant corresponding to said forwarded IS-41 conforming 
registration notification message being added to a chat room based on said 
forwarded IS-41 conforming registration notification message. 

Regarding claim 22, a method for automatically notifying an external chat server of a 
presence of a chat session participant, comprising: 

• means for receiving an IS-41 conforming registration notification message from a 
home location register at a short message service center; and 

• means for automatically forwarding said IS-41 conforming registration 
notification message from said short message service center over an 
Internet connection to an external chat server outside of a wireless 
network, a wireless chat participant corresponding to said forwarded IS-41 
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conforming registration notification message being added to a chat room 
based on said forwarded IS-41 conforming registration notification message. 

Regarding claim 31, a method for automatically notifying an external chat server of a 

presence of a chat session participant, comprising: 

• receiving an IS-41 conforming MSInactivity notification message from a home 
location register at a short message service center; and 

• automatically forwarding said IS-41 conforming MSInactivity message from 
said short message service center over an Internet connection to an 
external chat server outside of a wireless network, a wireless chat participant 
corresponding to said forwarded IS-41 conforming MSInactivity notification 
message being added to a chat room based on said forwarded IS-41 
conforming MSInactivity notification message. 

Regarding claim 32, in a service control point, a module for permitting automatic status 
tracking of a wireless chat participant by an application external to a service provider, a 
message handler comprising: 

• a registration notification message receiver to receive a registration notification 
message; and 

• a registration notification message forwarder integrated with said service 
control point to forward said registration notification message over an Internet 
connection to a device outside of a wireless network, a wireless chat participant 
corresponding to said forwarded registration notification message being added 
to a chat room based on said forwarded registration notification message. 
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Regarding claim 38, in a service control point, a module for permitting automatic status 
tracking of a wireless chat participant by an application external to a service provider, a 
message handler comprising: 

• an MS Inactivity message receiver to receive an MS Inactivity message; and 

• an MSInactivity message forwarder integrated with said service control 
point to forward said MSInactivity message received by a mobile switching 
center over an Internet connection to a device outside of a wireless network, a 
wireless chat participant corresponding to said forwarded MSInactivity message 
being added to a chat room based on said forwarded MSInactivity message. 
The closest prior art relevant to the claimed invention: 

McDowell- U.S. Patent Publication Number 20010034224 A1 
McDowell disclose a system and method for sharing user event information such 
as presence information on a network among mobile devices and those connected to 
fixed IP networks such as the Internet. When a mobile device is turned on, the mobile 
device informs a mobile event server (MES) of the presence on the network and the 
MES broadcasts the presence to appropriate services and users. The MES receives 
notification messages over an SS7 link. A mobile service center (MSC) connected to 
an SS7 network sends SS7 messages to a home location register (HLR), the HLR 
connects to the MES (McDowell, Fig. 10a). The MES informs (forwards) a chat server 
that a cellular phone user is online. Mcdowell uses the intermediary device (MES) to 
collect event information before it is provided to an IP network. 
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Although McDowell is considered to constitute to the state of the claimed 
invention; however, the instant Application is considered novel over McDowell because 
the instant application claims receiving messages at a short message service center 
from a home location register registration notification message from the SCP over an 
Internet connection. In addition, the instant application teaches wherein a wireless chat 
participant corresponding to the forwarded registration notification message being 
added to a chat room based on said message.
